An issue of prime importance 
and great difficulty for the year 
1950 is Western European econ- 
omic “integration.’? Mr. Hoffman, 
primarily responsible for the suc- 
cess of the Marshall Plan, means 
by this term the widest possible 
cooperation between national econ- 
omies. By means of the Economic 
Co-operation administration, Paul 
Hoffman wants to make Western 
Europe one large free market. of 
200,000,000 people with no trade 
or money barriers. The purpose 
is to increase productive efficiency 
in Europe so that industry can 
make its own way without con- 
stant Marshall Plan aid. The ob- 
jective is imperative, but the dif- 
ficulties are great. 


What Trade Restrictions Can Do 


At present there are as many 
barriers to free trade as there are 
Countries. The complications of 
Such barriers, quotas and trade 
Testrictions would be paralleled 
in the United States if there were 
48 different currencies, and rigor- 
ous restrictions against importing 
Taw materials and manufactured 
Products across state lines. Quite 
obviously, fewer automobiles 
Would be sold if each state insisted 
that only ‘state-manufactured’ 
Cars could be sold within the state. 
If such restrictions were then ex- 
tended to many other articles, 
there could be no doubt that liv- 
ing standards would drop. This 
Would be particularly so if labor 
4nd capital could not move freely 
ftom one state to another.

PROBLEMS IN NEW YEAR 


Questions Regarding School And 
Water Improvements Top List 


Officials View Requirements In Various Departments 
For 1950 And See Cost Of Operations Still Growing 


ROY KE. HARDY 


Town Cannot Lower 
Standards Or Give 


Inferior Service 
By ROY E. HARDY 


As yet no decrease is in sight in 
the cost of local government in 
Massachusetts. Most of our town 
costs are embodied in: 1, the 
school appropriation; 2, activities 
under the control of the board of 
public works; 8, aid to the aged 
and the needy; and 4, protection 
to persons and property. I hesitate 
to prophecy, but the general out- 
look is for an increased cost in 
most departments. 


Very few people in Andover are 
desirous of lowering educational 
standards. With a growing popu- 
lation, and a very substantial in- 
crease in the percentage of our 
population under six years of age, 
our school budget will be larger 
whether we build new school 
buildings or not, and each time 
the legislature sets aside more 
money for schools, Andover loses 
$2 in other money returned from 
state funds for each additional 
dollar given us for education. 


The town must maintain its 
streets, water and sewer systems, 
parks and playgrounds to the sat- 
isfaction of a public that is not 
satisfied with less or with inferior 
service. We face extensions and 
improvements in the water system 
alone that will be reflected in high- 
er construction and operating 
costs. 


Old age assistance is very care- 
fully administered in Andover but 
more generous budgets, as estab- 
lished by state law, will call for 
a much higher appropriation in 
1950. The same general tendancy 
prevails in most of our relief agen- 
cies. 

In the 1949 town meeting, 
shorter hours were voted for both 
police and fire departments. This 
meant, of course, more men in the 
departments for the same man 
power on duty at any one time. 
The full cost of this change will be 
reflected in our 1950 appropria- 
tions, and again higher figures are 
inevitable. 

To sum up, the town is just like 
any individual. We want to main- 
tain our standards and improve 
them is financially feasible. Ando- 
ver is served by many capable and 
conscientious public officials. Mon- 
ey is carefully budgeted. We are 
in a good financial condition. Vi- 
gilance and vision on the part of 
both officials and the taxpayer are 
needed as we approach our 1950 
problems.

Water System Shows 

Effects Of Recent 

Dry Summer And Fall 
By Sidney P. White 


»The recent dry summer and cur- 
rent dry fall and winter, with 
their subsequent effects on water 
supply systems are gradually mak- 
ing themselves felt by the man in 


the city as well as the man on the 
farm. 


Small towns and farms feel a 
dry spell relatively soon because 
of lack of water Storage. Large 
cities with extensive systems of 
reservoirs feel a dry spell much 
later as is shown by New York 
City’s much publicized water aus- 
terity program. 


Water works storage and dis- 
tribution facilities are major con- 
struction projects and can not be 
brought into existence overnight. 
Therefore advance planning and 
advance construction must be 
done if a municipality is to be 
protected from the threat of a 
water shortage. 


Andover was more fortunate 
than many other towns and cities 
during the past year. The rainfall 
deficiency for 1949 was about 8 
inches, or 20% below normal, the 
level of Haggetts pond dropped 
nearly five feet, and has shown no 
immediate signs of recovery. The 
main pumping equipment was 
often operating at maximum ca- 
pacity around the clock. Despite 
these unfavorable circumstances 
no restrictions were placed on the 
use of water at any time. How- 
ever, such fortunate results can- 
not forever follow such unfavor- 
able circumstances. Protective 
planning and _ construction is 
needed at all times to guarantee 
an adequate water system. 


Andover is also more fortunate 
than some other towns and cities 
in that its board of public works 
has a long range plan for improy- 
ing and safeguarding its water 
system. This systematic planning 
dates back to 1944 and earlier, 
and construction under the plan 
has been carried on since 1945, 
when, and as funds have been 
made available. 


The work required to maintain 
a system that can be flexible 
enough to care for a growing 
town is of major proportions and 
costly, as well as ‘never-ending. 
Each year an endeavor is made 
to add to the system those im- 
provements which are the most 
important and most urgently 
needed in the light of existing 
conditions and trends. 


At the present time the most 
needed links in our water system 
are distribution reservoirs, im- 
proved pumping facilities, and en- 
larged force mains, 


It is currently hoped that in 
1950 a new low-service reservoir 
can be constructed adjacent to the 
existing reservoir. This proposed 
reservoir is to be of six (6) mil- 
lion gallons capacity, or four 
times as large asthe present one.

Qualified Teachers And 
Adequate Housing Needs 
Of School Department 
By GORDON L. COLQUHOUN 


In answer to your question re- 
garding the needs of the school 
department for 1950 and for the 
next few years, I am of the opinion 
that the school department is 
faced with two such outstanding 
and immediate needs that I feel 
that I should only write on these 
two needs at this time. 


First, additional qualified teach- 
ers, and second, adequate housing 
facilities. 


In October, 1945, we had en- 
rolled in our public schools a to- 
tal of 1304 pupils. During the past 
few years this total has steadily 
increased until at the present time 
we have 1650. This is an increase 
in four years of 28% and it should 
be obvious that additional teach- 
ers were needed to take care of 
this increase. 


We have every reason to believe 
that this increase in enrollment 
will continue at least until 1957, 
and then any “leveling off’ pro- 
cess would merely hold to that 
total enrollment at that level. 
While it is impossible to forecast 
accurately, I am convinced that 
we will have at least 1800 pupils 
in our schools (exclusive of out-of- 
town pupils) by 1952. This means 
over 300 additional elementary 
school pupils over the present en- 
rollment. 


Therefore, it is my belief that 
we on the school committee are 
faced with the task which is ever 
with us — that of finding the best 
possible teachers. The present 
school committee feels aware that 
this is their most serious and im- 
portant function, 


During the past year the school 
committee has engaged experts to 
make a survey of our school build- 
ings and our needs for the future. 
The results of this survey have 
been publicized, and anyone in the 
community wishing to read it is 
able to procure a copy. It is too 
extensive to review at this time. 


While the members of the 
school committée do not accept it 
in its entirety, it has been of great 
value for our future planning. It 
points out what was fairly obvious 
—— that Andover needs new school 
buildings. 


While it is my opinion that the 
most pressing need is in the cent- 
ral part of the town, I do not in 
any way minimize the needs in 
other localities, especially West 
Andover. 


I believe it is obvious that we 
need in the center of Andover 18 
basic class rooms, plus two kinder- 
garten rooms, one special class 
room, and other facilities. This 
need here and in West Andover is 
60 great and so real and so imme- 
diate that I would rather at this 
time not discuss other necessities. 

How this need is met would be 
for the decisions of the school 
committee, building committees 
and the town Itself.

GOOD BUSINESS OUTLOOK 


The old year has passed into history leaving its record of 
success and failure, joy and sorrow, in which all have shared. 
Now that it has been consigned to the past, what is in prospect 
for 1950? 


Good business, say the economists who, viewing the 1950 
picture in relation to the year just closed, seem to be in general 
agreement that business activity for the first six months will 
continue high, with only a slight decline for the second half of 
the year. 


In the military field the experts see a sharp business increase 
due to unsettled conditions in both Europe and Asia, but pre- 
dict no more than an extension of the “cold’’ war in the coming 
year. 

Some of the things they look for on the domestic side are an 
increase in the federal budget, labor conflicts with but few 
wage increases, a general lowering of commodity prices, and 
elimination of the ‘nuisance’ taxes as a stimulation to 
business. 


When 1950-comes to a close 12 months hence, may it be 
that its joys will exceed its sorrows, and its achievements be 
so great that the disappointments will need little time for 


consideration.

FEDERAL SPENDING 


If anyone wonders why the cost of the federal government 
is just about the most critical domestic issue we face, a tabula- 
tion recently printed by Reader's Digest will make the reason 
clear. It simply shows the amounts of money spent by each of 
the Presidents from the beginning of the nation up to Septem- 
ber 30, 1949. 


Washington and Adams each spent a little more than 
$34,000,000. Lincoln had a war on his hands, yet his budgets 
totaled only $3,252,000,000. Thereafter, expenses went down 
again. McKinley, for instance, spent just over $2,000,000,000. 


The first really big budget came with the first world war 
and the Wilson administration—nearly $47,000,000,000. 
Again expenses dropped, with Coolidge and Hoover together 
spending around $34,000,000,000. 


Then came the depression, President Roosevelt and the New 
Deal, During his first eight years in office Mr. Roosevelt’s ad- 
ministration cost some $67,500,000,000. The grand total for 
all the Presidents through 1940 was $179,620,000,000. And 
that total, it must be remembered, covers more than 150 years 
of our history. 


Reader's Digest leaves out the extraordinary expenditures 
of the World War II years—1941-45, It then lists President 
Truman's spending from the 1946 fiscal year to the end of 
September, 1949. It adds up to over $191,000,000,000—nearly | 
$12,000,000,000 more than all his 32 predecessors spent 
except for the 1941-1945 period. 


Here is a very revealing picture of the way the nation has| 
gone. It is true that conditions have changed over the years. | 
But it is also true that the government has expanded in every 
direction to a point greater than most of us realize. Mr. 
Truman is now a symbol of that expansion, but he is not the 
major cause. Pressure groups of every kind have grown in-| 
finitely more adept and powerful, and officeholders of both) 
parties have fallen into line. The results are our huge budgets, | 
with recurring federal deficits in spite of these budgets. 


Small wonder that more and more people are showing con- 
cern over the nation’s fiscal affairs and calling for a cut in 


federal spending.

If, in addition, Massachusetts 
for example, would accept only 
Massachusetts-coined money in ex- 
change for her products sold in 
other states, trade would be fur- 
ther handicapped. Massachusetts 
might then decide to protect her 
own local manufacturers by per- 
mitting the importation. of only 
2,000 out-of-state trucks, with 
similar quotas on all goods com- 
peting with her home-made arti- 
cles. She would obviously meet 
retaliation from other states pro- 
tecting their local manufacturers 
and producers. 


Even this hypothetical set-up 
would be simple by comparison 
with Western Europe. Political 
complications of different types of 
governments, of free-enterprise 
versus state-controlled economies, 
together with suspicions of expan- 
sionist-minded neighbors — all 
these complicate the job enorm- 
ously. 


If ECA is to achieve its object- 
ive, it must set out along practical 
lines. It must somehow persuade 
the removal of quotas that restrict 
imports from neighboring .coun- 
tries. Currencies must be allowed 
to move freely from one nation to 
another. And tariffs must be low- 
ered in order to stimulate trade. 


Proposed European Clearing Fund 


Of these methods, the easy cir- 
culation of money is perhaps the 
hardest to achieve. And so efforts 
are now being made to set up a 
“clearing-fund.” Today most 
trade deals are bilateral—between 
two nations. Obviously, the goods 
exchanged may not balance out 
exactly. So nation A, selling a 
greater value of goods than she 
buys from nation B, demands the 
difference in nation A currency. 
This illustration is oversimplified, 


but the generality holds true. If 
trade is to be multilateral or 
many-sided, these money diffi- | 
culties must be removed. In effect, 
nations would then buy and sell 
in the open market. When a series | 
of transactions had finished, there | 
would be one debtor owing one 
creditor. If one general currency | 
were in use, as in our own 48 
states, the debt would be a simple} 
matter. 


It is very easy to assume that| 
if 48 states can work together 
financially, then 16 Marshall Plan 
nations should have no difficulty 
in co-operating harmoniously. But 
such a point of view is as false | 
as our too-common assumption 
that our own brand of democratic 
political and economic life has 
only to be exported in order to 
be welcomed throughout the 
world. But a start has to be made, 
and the ‘‘clearing-fund” proposal 
is a concrete beginning. 


United States dollars have the 
best chance of acceptance as vir- 
tual guarantee of ‘‘worth"’ behind 
them—certainly in buying power. 
So the purpose of the clearing- 
fund is to make European cur- 
rencies transferrable or inter- 
changeable with each other. By 
this means, nation B would not run 
up a debt which would be un- 
manageable because nation A 
would not accept B’s currency. 
But naturally enough, the United 
States would want some sort of 
guarantee that the clearing-fund 
had a better than fair chance of 
succeeding in its objective. There 
would have to be insistence upon 
the removal of quotas and other 
trade barriers. 


New Objective of Marshall Plan 


Thus the Marshall Plan goes 
beyond its original purpose of 
getting Europe back on the road 


}to recovery by sending American 


foodstuffs and raw materials as a} 
virtual gift. This recovery has to 
a large extent been achieved, The 
new main purpose of the Marshall 
Plan would be to encourage a 
large single European market, so 
that greater productivity and 


|lower prices would bring greater 


prosperity.

There will be at- 
tempts to limit its operations, per- 
haps to side-step its real purpose,

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COST OF GOVERNMENT 
RIVALS FOOD IN DRAIN 
ON PUBLIC’S PURSE 


Figures compiled by the U. S. 
department of commerce on where 
the people’s money comes from 
and where it goes show that the 
aggregate cost of government in 
the United States—federal, state 
and local—has become the rival 
of food as the biggest single 
charge on the public’s purse. Cloth- 
ing and shelter have been left far 
behind. 


Such relationships have few 
peacetime precedents, and then 
only since the war and in the defi- 
cit financing period of the ’30s. 
They therefore provide a clear in- 
sight into the impact of the rising 
cost of government, and the conse- 
quent burden of taxation to sup- 
port it, on the people and on the 
economy at large. 


Department of commerce figures 
give the aggregate value of all 
food expenditures in 1948 as $52.9 


‘billions. The total cost of federal, 


state and local government last 
year was $61.8 billions. Thus for 
every dollar spent on food in the 
nation in 1948 the cost of govern- 
ment was 98 cents. 


In 1947 government cost the 
people 90 cents for every dollar 
of food expenditure. From 1946 on 
back through 1940 the relation- 
ships were distorted by the cost of 
the war and its accompanying 
enormous increase in federal ex- 
penditures. 


Relationships approximating 
those of the last two years be- 
tween the overall cost of govern- 
ment and aggregate food expendi- 
tures are in marked contrast with 
those that prevailed in previous 
periods of peacetime prosperity. 
In 1929, for example, the aggre- 
gate value of all food expenditures 
in the nation was $19.7 billions. 
Federal, state and local expendi- 
tures in that year added up to 
$10.2 billions. 
dollar spent on food in the nation 
in 1929 the overall cost of govern- 
ment was only 52 cents, a ratio 
little more than half that of last 
year. 


With respect to other major 
items of personal expenditures, 
department of commerce figures

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College Students 
Admit Cheating 


Cheating on American college 
campuses is worse than ever be- 
fore and has become a major prob- 
lem to administrators. Moreover, 
the successful cheat is no longer 
scorned, but often admired on the 
campus. 

These are some of the conclu- 
sions made from a country-wide 
investigation, results of which are 
reported in a recent issue of Cos- 
‘mopolitan magazine. 

“In a recent survey conducted 
by The Ohio State Lantern,” says 
the report, ‘222 out of a simple 
group of 300 students said. they 
felt that cheating was dishonest. 
But 203 replied that they would 
cheat in tests if given an oppor- 
tunity.’”’ According to the inves- 
tigators, ‘we found this attitude 
not at all unusual in our broad 
general survey.” - 

Both students and administra- 
tors were questioned on campuses 
from small New England colleges 
to large western universities. At 
the University of Michigan, where 
22,000 students ‘are enrolled, the 
assistant dean told investigators: 
“Overcrowding is one of the most 
significant reasons for the increase 
in cheating. The student. feels he 
is 4 very little fish in a very big 
ocean, Impersonality results, and 
the student loses his sense of eth- 
ical responsibility.” 

The article cites some interest- 
ingly elaborate techniques of 
cheating. These include notes 
written on cigarette packages, the 
use of “pinch-hitters’’ to take 
exams, and the discovery at Col- 
umbia university that crucial 
formulae for a physics test had 
been carefully painted on the 
shades of overhanging light fix- 
tures in the classroom. 

“Some schools,” the investiga- 
tors report, ‘‘are succeeding in 
licking the cheating situation, and 
the most successful of these are 
the schools having honor systems. 
. However, the basic solution 
lies in making college students 
realize their purpose in going to 


college and accept the mature re-| 
sponsibilities that go with their) 


attendance.’

The records show that the dom- | 


inant development in these 
changed relationships is the great 
increase in federal expenditures in 
the last two decades. In 1929 fed- 
eral expenditures were $2.6 bil- 
lions, equivalent to only a quarter 
of the total cost of government in 
that year. By 1940 the cost of 
the federal government had grown 
to over $10 billions, more than 
half of all government expendi- 
tures in that year. Last year fed- 
eral expenditures were $34.4 bil- 
lions, equivalent to more than 
two-thirds of the total cost of gov- 
ernment in 1948. And the trend 
is still upward, according to pres- 
ent indications.

Water System Shows 

Effects Of Recent 

Dry Summer And Fall 
(Continued from Page One) 


The two reservoirs will furnish a 
combined storage of 7.5 million 
gallons which is the equivalent 
of two days supply for the town 
under the maximum demand of 
last summer. 


The reservoir will be large 
enough to protect the needs of the 
low-service system, serving the 
built-up sections of the central 
and southern portions of the town 
until about the year 2000 A.D. 
and it has been planned in such 
a manner that it can be enlarged 
to a total storage capacity of fif- 
teen (15) million gallons when 
the need arises. Land has been 
acquired for the location of a dis- 
tribution reservoir in the West 
district and present mains are so 
planned that when construction 
of this West district reservoir is 
indicated the force mains will be 
available. 

The high-service pumping facil- 
ities are in need of improvement 
and enlargement. The present 
Bancroft Road pumping station 
equipment is overtaxed during 
periods of high demand and it is 
planned to increase the capacity 
of this station by the addition of 
a new dual-driven 450 gallon per 
minute pump which will assure a 
more adequate supply of water to 
the high-service distribution res- 
ervoir on Prospect hill. 

Other improvements in the 
form of more positive electrical 
control equipment and measuring 
devices are also planned for this 
station, all of which will improve 
the efficiency of the high-service 
system. 

The new force main from Hag- 
getts pond to Bancroft road has 
been partially completed in recent 
years and the final link from Phil- 
lips street to Bancroft road is now 
needed to ease the burden on the 
main pumps and extend their use- 
ful life until such time as they 
can be replaced. 

This section of force main is to 
be of twelve-inch cement-lined cast 
iron pipe, and will extend from 
Phillips street through the West 
campus of Phillips academy to 
Hidden road and thence by Gard- 
ner avenue to Bancroft road. 

It is also equally desirable to 
install a new force main of ten- 
inch cement-lined cast iron pipe 
from Bancroft road pumping sta- 
tion to the high-service reservoir. 
The present eight-inch main is old 
and so heavily encrusted inside 


ing load at the station. 

A secondary part of this latter 
improvement consists of the in- 
stallation of new ten-inch pipe in 
Salem street to better the flow of 
water in the high-service system. 

Other improvements such as the 
increasing. of pumping facilities 
at Haggetts pond station, the in- 
creasing of storage capacity at 
Haggetts pond, and enlargement 
of the high-service storage and 
distribution facilities are being 
studied, and further news relative 
to this work will be forthcoming 
at a later date. 

The estimated cost of the new 
reservoir and its piping is $90,000, 
that for the pumping station im- 
provements at Bancroft Road 
$15,000, and for the force main 
from Phillips street to Bancroft 
road $40,000. The total of these 
three improvements which are of 
vital importance is $145,000. 

It has been estimated that the 
cost of the force main to Prospect 
hill and the Salem street improve- 
ment would cost about $68,000 
at present-day prices. 

The board of public works also 
has made preliminary studies and 
approximate cost estimates of a 
sewerage system for portions of 
Ballardvale, together with the nec- 
esssary trunk sewer to connect 
the Ballardvale system with the 
present trunk sewer system. This 
project, one of major proportions, 
is currently being re-examined in 
the light of present day costs and 
further information will be soon 
available on this subject.

IN ORDER NOW 


Do you know how much your 
family is worth, and where impor- 
tant documents like marriage and 
birth certificates, wills, life insur- 
ance policies, and social. security 
cards are? You will achieve a new 
peace of mind and your family 
will have an additional feeling of 
security if you and your husband 
take the time to make an inven- 
tory of what you own jointly and 
singly, says Sylvia Porter. Writing 
in McCall's for December, she tells 
you how she and her husband 
went about organizing their affairs 
and gives you a lot of items to 
check, as a starter: 


“Get three pieces of paper from 
your desk. Label one ‘Husband’, 
the second ‘Wife’, the third ‘The 
Two of Us.’ Then go on a family 
treasurer hunt. 


“Social Security: Take out your 
social security card. On your hus- 
band’s sheet, or on yours or on 
both, mark down the number of 
the card, and note where it is usu- 
ally kept. If you’ve lost your card 
write to the social security board 
in Baltimore, give your, name, 
working address and number, and 
apply for a duplicate. 

“Your marriage and birth cer- 
tificates: You can’t collect social 
security benefits or benefits from 
many insurance companies unless 
you can submit proof of your age 
and nvyarriage. Note location of 
these documents on your sheets. 
The right place for them, by the 
way, is a special strongbox at home 
or a safe-deposit box in a nearby 
bank. 

“Bank accounts: Both of you 
may know about each other’s ac- 
counts, but you may be vague as 
to the names of the banks and 
their addresses. Write down the 
vital facts now. 

“Savings bonds: Count up the 
bonds you own, put down the ma- 
turity date of each, its determina- 
tion, its serial number, then rec- 
ord the total. 

“Various insurance policies: Of 
all the subjects we should talk 
out together, this is one of the 
most important. 

“Insurance cannot just ~be 
bought; it must be planned by the 
husband and wife together. Put 
down on your husband’s sheet the 
names and addresses of his in- 
surance companies, the amounts of 
his policies, the benefits they pro- | 
vide for you and your family, the | 
methods of settlement. 

“Your other insurance policies:

“Your safe-deposit box: Most of 
your precious papers belong in a 
safe-deposit box both of you 
should be fully aware of its con- 
tents and where the keys to it are 
kept. 

“Debts: It is only common sense 
for you both to know what you 
owe as well as what you own gep- 
arately and together. 

“Your home: More than 40 per 
cent of America’s homes are in 
the names of women. Yet many 
women are utterly ignorant of 
what ownership implies and the 
responsibility it carries.
